•fiFORBQRG AND OTHEUS, VS. CKANKIt AM) OTHKHfl 

Judgment on motion of Mr. Iting tu discharge 
a writ of iVe Exeat obtained in the case against 
defendant, Victor Junes. 

The argument on this motion was concluded on 
Friday, and I reserved my decision until to-day 
that I might have an opportunity oflooking at my 
notes and considering the points taken by the 
learned counsel on each side during its course. 
The motion for the discharge of the writ is founded 
on four grounds The Erst two were unattainable 
and were, abandoned. The third, that thero is no 
equitable debt due by the defendant before the 
Court; and tho fourth; that tho affidavit did hot 
State that that debt was endangered if there was 
one in existence, were ably pressed on the attention 
of the Court. In resisting the motion the learned 
Attorney-General argued as ably, that on the fonrlli 
ground it was not necessary that the affidavit 
should contain the precise words, the debt would 
be endangered by the defendants leaving the ju- 
risdiction; it was sufficient to show the defendant's 
intention to do so, and such other facts as were 
palent to enable the Court to come to the conclu- 
sion that if he did leave his doing so would en- 
danger the debt on the ground the Court is 
with the Attorney-General and decides it in favor 
of the plaintiff, Against the third, the learned 
Attorney-General based his arguments on the 
Bankruptcy Laws of the mother country, to show 
that under those laws the .plaintiff J**«. » 
equitable debt, as against the defcudantjnow be- 
fore the Court, and aright to come here for its 

frotection. On this basis their whole case rests, 
t is clear that the plaintiirs have no legal claim 
against this defendant ; he has never had any 
dealings with them ; and it is only on the applica- 
bility of those laws to such cases as the present, 
in this Colony, that they can found in equity. If 
thoy fail in this their ease fails, and the writ must 
be discharged. 

This course of argument necessarily raises the 
question as to whether those laws can be consid- 
■d to be in existence here. They have never 
vet been applied, and this is the first time that a 
formal argument founded on them has been ad- 
dressed to the Court. In giving judgment, there- 
fore, on'this motion, I must address my consider- 
ation »s lo their applicability, and in doing so must 
necessarily look to the source from whence all our 
laws are derived. Colonial l.aw began to attract 
attention ill England very shortly after she began 
lo plant Colonics of her own, and to conquer those 
of foreign countries. At that period mere were 
few Lawyer's in the Colonies capable of deciding 
nicely disputed paints of law j and these, were not 
urally sent home for decision by the Privy Council, 

The lust case on record is " Calvin's " ease, set 
forth in my Lord Coke's Reports, and which may- 
be considered as the foundation for the subsequent 
rule for conquered colonies. That case, coming 
from such authority, excited attention, and as cases | 
tame iu from Colonies acquired by occupation, and 
in which there were no previous laws existing, tho 
Lords of the Council found it neecssary to lay down 
some substantive rules to guide their decisions. 
Accordingly, shortly after the Revolution, and 
in the reign of William tho Third, rules were made 
which have governed their decisions since. They 
arc three, and are to be found in 2 I'eere, Williams, 
7$. Vit.! "1st. That if Insure be anew and unin- 
habited country found out by English subjects, as 
the law is the birthright of every subject, so where- 
over they gu, they carry their laws with then) ; and 
therefore such new found country is to be gov- 
erned by the Laws of England, though after such 
Country is inhabited by the English, Acts of Par- 
liament made iu England, without naming the for- 
eign plantations, will not bind them;" but that 
Secondly—" Wiieie yie King of England con- 
quers a country, it is a different consideration for 
iheW'Tho conqueror, by saving the lives of the peo- 
ple conquerc d, gains a right and property injsuch 
people, in consequence of which he may Impost 
upon them what laws he pleases;" but Thirdly— 
"Until such laws be given by the conquering 
Prince the laws und customs of the conquered 
Country Shall hold place ; unless whCM they are 
contrary to our religion or enact anything that is 
malum itilt or arc bilon t ; for in all luoh 00Se« the 
laws of the conquering country shall prevail." 
Theao rules have since been found comprehen- 
sive enough to meet every appeal from the Col- 
onies, whether acquired by conquest or by occu- 
pation. They are quoted as authority by all writers 

on Colonial Law, by BUokitone, by Fisher, by 
Howard, by Clark, and many others, It is the 
first that is applicable to this Colony. Ithns been 
acquired by occupation. It is what Illackstonu 
terms a Provincial Establishment , the constitution 
of which depends on the commission issued b)f 
the Crown to the Governor, and the Instructions 
accompanying that commission, UDdtt the author- 
ity of which a Legislature has been constituted, 

with the power of milling local ordinances not 
repugnant to the Laws of England. As to those 
laws, it was lain down in the esse, of " lllankard p. 
fialdy, UTalkold '111, that " Alt tin' St'lutr.s passed 
before the nucupation or settlement o f a Colony 
have authority over the Colony ; but no Statutes 
which may be pnssed afterwards, unless the inten- 
tion to include such Colony clearly appear upon 
the face of the Htatulo." And again, " ThO Com- 
mon l.aw of England is the Common Law of the 
I'UnUtion, and >ll Statutes iu nll'rmiiiice of tho 
Common Law passed In England antecedent to 
the Itttlcnient of n ny Colony, arc in luscciu that 
Colony ; though no Statutes made) slum thot.ii 
settlement! were made, nre there in force unless 
the Colonies are particularly mentioned. it is 
true those authorities are ancient, hut llioy are 
recognised as vail.", in the Legislation of the 
mother country and in the dispatches of her Min- 
isters up to tin' present .lay. As in Instance of 



the last I have to cite the dispatch No. 22 of Sir 
Bulwer Lytton, to the Governor, as it appears in 
the first Blue Hook on British Columbia. It con. 
tains instructions to proclaim the Laws of England 
as the Law of that Colony, with referenco to which 
he says, "According to tho opinion of Lawyer's in 
general tht Colonists of a territory circumstanced 
like British Columbia, carry with them tho Laws 
of England ; and alluding to the Proclamation 
designates it as "one which is rather a matter of 
tolcmtiform than of at'nluta necessity." And as 
to Legislation I will only ^ 'lie third section of 
the 10th and 11th Vict. Chap. <,., which enacts 
(referring to tho 7th and 8th of Vict. Chap. GG.en- 
titulcd "An Act to amend the Laws relating to 
Aliens") " That whereas doubts have arisen 
wkcther the said Act of 7th and 8th Vict, extends 
to, and is in force, in Her Majesty's Colonies, and 
Possessions, abroad ; Now it is hereby further 
enacted and declared, that the said recited Act of 
the 7th and 8th year of Her Majesty's reign, or any 
part of it, doth i(ot extend to the said Colonies or 
Possessions or any of them." Now this prohi- 
bition, it is very obvious, fully recognizes the doo- 
trine laid down by those ancient authorities. Tho 
Legislators who framed this section very certainly 
considered that there was no other way of prevent- 
ing the operatiou of that Statute in Colonics like 
this and British Columbia, than by such an abso- 
lute prohibition. Notwithstanding the restraining 
clause it maybe perhaps of interest for all here to 
learn that this said Statuto of 10th and Ilth of 
Vict, is also an enfranchising Statute, us the first 
and sccondsections authorise Colonial Legislation 
to naturalize Aliens by laws of their own enacting, 
subject of course to the allowance or disallowance 
of ller Majesty in Council. 

Supported by these authorities, I think I may 
safely assume that England, our mother country, 
is the source from whence we derive our laws. 
Although there has been here no formal Procla- 
mation, we claim the same privileges as the sister 
Colony of British Columbia. We boih claim as our 
birthright, and independent of the crown, the 
whole of the Municipal Laws of England, whether 
common or statute, that may have been in exist- 
ance prior to the establishment of our respective 
Governments. In this respect our advantages are 
great, and far superior to the other North Ameri- 
can colonies, via : Canada, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward's Island. They 
originally were conquered colonies, and therefore 
the Common Law of England, as such, has no 
authority there. They had laws of their own at 
the time of the conquest, and such may be still in 
existence, or may have been altered to resemble 
those of England, but in this casu it could only be 
with the consent of the crown. Having thus 
arrived at the conclusion that we have a right to 
be, and nre here governed by the .Statutes as well 
as the Common Law of the mother countrv, I 
have no hesitation in deciding that these peculiar 
laws on which the learned Attorney General based 
his argument, are in existence and to be taken 
notice of judicially by this Court. Her Majesty, 
by the Order in Council dated the fourth day of 
April, A. n. 18-36, by which it was created, has 
given it ample authority and jurisdiction to do so. 
She has ordained that it shall have coi;nizincc of 
all Pleas, and jurisdiction in Civil Cases arrising 
within the Colony, with jurisdiction over Her Sub- 
jects, and all other persons whomsoever, residing 
and being within it, and given all such Equitable 
Jurisdiction, and all such power for enforcing und 
giving effect to the same as the High Court of 
Chancery hath in England ; and further granted 
to the Court full power, authority and jurisdiction, 
to apply, judge, and determine upon, and accord- 
ing to tho haws now, or that may bo hereafter iu 
force in the Colony. Holding then, for the reasons 
stated, that the Law of Bankruptcy is now in force 
here with the other Laws of England, and that the 
Court has authority to decide, it foUatTO, that the 
it^SIt 11 ^ .Vu&'-i^ A-UVa^rV w»*1»bo acr« ".Tf 13» n krup^>' care 
not denied, is established as against the Defend- 
ant Jones. The Plaintiffs Bill sets forth Jones' 
connection with Craner, and the evidence is suf- 
ficient to shew lb nt Craner had contemplated and 
committed acts of Bankruptcy before his dealing 
with Jones. The I'lainiiU's evidence, however, is 
nut sufficient to satisfy the Court that Jones was 
cognizant of Cranor's fraud, and as Sylvester s 
evidence, which is not impeached, shews sales by 
does." The best fortune we can have is 
Craner to Palmer A Davis as well as Jones, ami 
which may be assumed to have been bonajide on the 
partot the purchasers in the abience of evidence of 
tne contrary, the Court will give Joncsjthe benefit of 
tiiat evidence, not in discharging the writ, the mo- 
tion lor the discharge of which is now refused, but 

in reducing the amount of the security from the 

sum originally ordered to the sum due on the Bills 
alleged to be bought from A. P. Craner, as that 
bei Tg a debt evidently anterior to the Plaintiff's, it 
is considered that its prior payment must in justice 
to the other creditors, be shown to the satisfaction 
of a jury that it was not a fraudulent preference. 
But to bring it before a jury, the Plaintiff's must 
now proceed in another way At present they are 
in til ' po.-it uu of accjd'u que trust, sucing to secure 
a land in which lie lias an interest, in the absence 
of his Trustee. Proceedings in Bankruptcy should 
be taken against Julius Craner, under which as 

creditors, they will have an opportunity of nomina- 
ting A->sie.iiccs (who are iu fact only Trustees for 
the body of the creditors,) and in whom evsry des- 
cription of property belonging to the Bankrupt in 
possession or which he may have fraudulently parted 
with :o deleat his creditors, will immediately vest 
by force of the Statute. These Statutes are pecu- 
liar, inasmuch as they have no foundation in the 
Common Law, and were made for the especial pro- 
tection of a class only of the Community, i. e. 
Traders against fraudulent Debtors. Indeed the 
preamble to the tirst .Statute, 34 St 35, Han 8 c. •!., 
recites merely the facts of the case before the Court. 
It begins, "Whereas divers and sundry persons 
craftily obtain into their hands groat substance of 
other men's goods, do suddenly flee to parti un- 
known." At that time Bankrupts were considered 
offenders, and they still are so if the Bankruptcy 
has originated in the practico of flagrant frauds 
upon the Creditors, as in the present case. But in 
ordinary circumstances, that feeling is at an cud, 
and the Statutes are now construed beneficially for 
the Bankrupt aH well at the Creditor, and consider- 
ed to bo calculated for the. benefit of trade. A 
large portion of tne population of this Town of 
Victoria arc merchants and traders, and are un- 
questionably entitled to such benefits as they may 
confer. I f person* in other situations of life run 
in debt without the power of payment, they must 
take the consequences of their own Indiscretion, 
for the Law holds it to be an Unjustifiable practico 
for any person but a Trader to encumber himself 
with debts of any considerable amount. But in 
mercantile transactions, the ease is dillerent. Trade 
cannot be carried on without mutual credit. The 
contracting of business debts is therefore between 

Traders not only justifiable but necessary. And 

if by accidental calamities, as by fire, tempest, or 
any other mishap, as Die failure of brothel Traders 
or by the nonpayment Of persons out of trade, a 

merchant or trader becomes Incapable of discharg- 
ing his own debts, it is his misfortune and not hit 

fault. In such a ease, these Laws protect him 
against any inhumanity of his creditors, who will 

not be lunoredto Inflict Imprisonment, if ho hon- 
estly mi renders his rll'ectsand credits for distribu- 
tion amongst them, And if after undergoing per- 
tain examinations, nothing appears against him 

but misfortune, he will be diiohsrirea from in< 

liabilities, and furninhrd with a certificate of con- 
fiinniiy that will enable hill) to begin tho world 

unhampered anew. The boneflt In cases Iky 

Ci ana's is to theCredltors, as by a speedy adjudica- 
tion and appointment of Assignees thoy institute a 
machinery to which the Lawgivus ell'ectlvo power 

to rower fraudulently disposed of effect!. iti» 
probable, that If this »l«P I"" 1 l,m '" UKI " 

Ciauer's fraud was first discovered, the pUlntlfli 
would h.t.e reOOYUed a larger portion of assets 
than theylore now likely to do. As it Is, the Colli! 
will aid them in clinching Die fraud ns far as Its 
power extends, anil although (here appears to In 
a difficulty hi the initiation of the primary pro- 
ceedings i the Court in»y, with the valuable aid of 



the Attorney General, ovorcome it, if possible, by 
some short Rules to meet the emergency. In the 
early administration of Bankruptcy the whole pro- 
ceedings, primary and final, were before the Lord 
Chancellor; but as the trade of the country in- 
creased, it was found that the increase of business 
in this branch of his jurisdiction interfered with 
his other duties, and rendered it expedient to create 
a separate Court for its administration. This was 
created by the 1st & 2d Will. IV. c. 56, and styled 
the " Court of Review," but so unsatisfactory wns 
its working, that it was" abolished by the 10 & 11 
Victoria, c. 102, and the jurisdiction of the Court 
and Judges transferred to such one of the Vice 
Chancellors as the Lord Chancellor was pleased 
to appoint; the Commissioners of the Court being 
still retained to act as the primary Judges in Lon- 
don, in the same way as the Commissioners ap- 
pointed for the seven districts into which England 
was divided for the proper administration of these 
Laws by the 6 & 6 Victoria, c. 122. The 12 & 13 
Victoria, c. 100, entitled " The Bankrupt Consoli- 
dation Act, 1819, consolidates all the prior Btatutes, 
and as it was passed prior to the reading of the 
Commission of the first Governor of tho Colony 
(Governor Blanchard) it is to be considered in 
force here, in virtue of tho first Rule of the Privy 
Council, already mentioned. Under this statute, 
the Commissioners sit, either singly or together, 
and form the present Court of Bankruptcy in Ba- 
ainghall street. It is constituted a Court of Record 
and a Court of Law and Equity for tho purposo of 
the Act. It has primary jurisdiction in all matters 
of Bankruptcy, subject, however, in all cases, to 
an appeal to such of the Vice Chancellors as the 
Lord Chancellor may appoint. It is this primary 
jurisdiction of the Commissioners that creates the 
difficulty beforo the Court ; for although their du- 
ties are almost entirely ministerial, their sittings 
are clothed with all the attributes of a Court of 
Hecord. There is nothing analagous to it here, 
and probably the simplest and speediest way of 
securing the efficient administration of these Laws 
would be, as the Legislature is still in session, for 
the learned Attorney General to introduce a short 
declaratory Act, vesting the whole administration 
in the Court. We hear of the expense of the pro. 
cecedings at home. This may arise from the ne- 
cessity of providing for the payment of compen- 
sation to the numerous officers whoso services 
have been dispensed with in tho various changes 
of their administration within the last four years. 
Thert is nothing of that sort to provide for here, 
and the proceedings may therefore be conducted 
at a very moderate cost. What is wanted, is a 
simple machinery to bring the process into imme- 
diate operation when required. A knowledge of 
this, would of itself be a protection to our mer- 
chants and traders from such frauds as Crancr's, 
And it is to be hoped, that prosperity will long 
attend them, and render unnecessary to any the 
protection these Law? give to honest misfortune. 

The Order of the Court, on the motion of Mr. 
Ring' is — Let the order of tho 17th day of Novem- 
ber last, bo amended by reducing the security to 
be marked on the writ from £1,350 to £612 10s. 
and upon the Defendant, Victor Jones, giving 
such security, let the writ be discharged.

A Legislative Explosion. 
Whether the magazine ever explodes or 
not, when the Hjuse meets to-day an ex- 
plosion is likely to occur. Whether it will 
shallot thai august body to atoms or not, re- 
mains to be seen. Yesterday the Council 
Minutes— asserting that they possessed an 
iudefeasiblo right to originate or amend a . 
money bi Is, and backed up by amendment a 
tottie License bill— fell like a bombshell on 
the iloor of the House. Every one was hor- 
ror-stricken, except the brave Franklin, who 
atie.iiipieii to whistle it out of the House 
But !<orne how, even his apologetic elo- 
quence was only answered by a rumbling 
«scn.> I'ni.n his other self, the member for Es- 
quimau towni The balanoe of the mem- 
bers looked on in silence, apparently im- 
pressed with the sudden conviction that the 
Star Chamber of the Tudors and Stuarls 
was revived, and if aught was whispered it 
might be followed with an application of the 
Russian knout. For such anticipations as 
the latter there certainly were good reasons; 
for it has been a custom among English- 
men everywhere lo believe that anlxj the 
representatives of the people could impose 
taxes; but finding that the Council— the 
appointed Council, the close ! do,. r Council, 
the Council who represent nobody, and 
could get a vote fro '■ nobody except them- 
selves — claimed the indefeasible right 
to lay on taxes ; and hud actually 
amen ded the License bill so as to 
levy an extra tax on everybody— the As- 
sembly became satisfied that their exclusive 
privileges were in dnnger, nnd by commoo 
consent tabled the Council's declaration of 
new-fangled rights till this afternoon. When 
the parliamentary force moot, we presume 
sonio at least will retalinto by throwing shell 
and shot into the Council Chamber. What 
the leader of the Government division will 
do ; whether fulfil his boasts made a few 
days ago, nnd protect the rights of the As- 
mie uutty ui "uOsiiucuvrV, 
he and they, will relinquish their exclusive 
right to the strings of (he public purse, and 
like Sterne's sentimental donkey, cliew their 
thistle, pitied by some and despised by others, 
remains to be seen. 

We shall not now attempt an argument 
against the newly-set-up political tights of 
the CiUi.cil. We need not say they are 
adverse to Ihe fundamental political axiom 
that representation and taxation go together 
in England or the Colonies. Everybody is 
posied on the question ; and what is more, 
everybody cannot but bo indignant at the 
invasion of theii rights. But notwithstand- 
ing these facts, what must strike every 
leader of our Legislative rep orl as a sin- 
gular circumstance,^ the fact of the, Governor 
sending in a supplementary Estimate for 
X1180totho Assembly. As President «• 
officio of the Council, claiming the right to 
impose taxes, why were not the Estimates 
passed first in that body? Really such par- 
liamentary courtesy is admirable, although 
ir may look like .shirking the work of a Com- 
mill if Supply. Perhaps such drudgery 

however is good enough for the Asseinblj --- 
foi Ihe) have submitted as patie nly to Exe- 
cutive ind Ministerial dtctafora year as any 
drove ol donkeys we ever saw. Bui what- 
evei tn • Council may arrogate lo themselves, 
or whatever a subservient Assembly may 
submit lo, the question at issue is an im- 
portant one to the people, They, the people, 

cannot allow such an invasion of their 
tights, nor will they, with Impunity, An 
irresp iiisible Council has attempted to lax 

the people, an. I ll there is a spark ol I ng- 

Hah plnok in ihe Assembly, it should give 
sui'h attempts their juistiu to-day, onoe 
and forever. 



Freight can be carried during the fine 
weiuhor over tho Hope route to Rock Creek 
at elovon cents per pound. Add to that the 
cost of carriago from Victoria to Hope, the 
duties, etc.,— about two and a-a/iarter cents 
per pound, on an average— and thero ia no 
doubt but goods sent via Frasor River can 
be laid down at tho Creek for fourteen and 
n-hulf cents per pound freight, at the very 
utmost. To be sure, the Oregoitians have 
the best of us, in so far as a level road is 
concerned, and in the low price of their pro- 
duce ; but our route, although mnuitig over 
a moro hillycountry, is shorter ; and Oregon 
produce is sold in our market at but a small 
advance on Portland rates. The Dalles 
merchants would seem at first sight to 
be somewhat belter situated for husi- 
ness with British Columbia than those 
of Portland; in caso their no steamers 
are required in tho transportation of 
the goods. Tho packs placed on theanimals 
at the former town, are taken through to 
Rock Creek without a change of conveyance ; 
while goods purchased at tho latter place 
have to be sent to White Bluffs at a cost of 
from §80 to S100 a ton. But then we must 
remember that it is only in articles of home 
produce that Dalles has the advantage oyer 
Portland. All imported goods for Orcgo.ii 
enter at Portland, and from thence have to 
be taken by way of tho Columbia Rivor to 
tho Dalles. The Dalles merchant then has 
his profit to add to the Portland cost ; and it i» 
only in such articles asbaconcured on tlie.spbtj 
Hour ground near at hand, and other staples 
produced almost at their very doors, that the 
Dalles merchants have any advantage over 
those of Portland. So, in the lung run, it is 
highly probable that a person purchasing 
at either place can make hut a trifling dif- 
ference in the cost of the articles when laid 
down at Hock Creek. To the Cariboo trade 
the same rule will apply, and if goods 
can be taken from Vale at twenty-five cents 
lo the Northern mines; and from Cayoosh 
at eighteen cents, we are certainly far ahead 
of our Oregon neighbors in point of cheap 
freight. 

The trade with Rock Creek and Cariboo 
is our main dependence for the present year, 
and it is necessary that it should be fostered 
and encouraged. All honorable means 
should be used to confine it to our own 
mite; and if we can succeed, by the same 
amount of energy and fair dealing that has 
heretofore characterized our traders, in doing 
so, we may look for a prosperous season. It, 
on the other hand, we place our hands in on r 
pockets, and listlessly wait for business lo 
come to us, but little trade may be expect- 
ed' Let us be up anil doing, then; ihe 
Struggle for supremacy between tho two 
routes will soon commence, and we must 
be on hand to reap a golden harvest, or lose 
all from a lack of enterprise and industry.

Mexico. 

A letter from MazatUn, Mexico, under date of 
November 19, published in the San Francisco 
Bulletin of the 22d ult., alludes es follows to ths 
capture of Guadalajara by tho Liberal forces : 

The fall of Guadalajara is confirmed by official 
despatches Castillo held out to the last, whan it 
is believed some of his chief officers sold tnero- 
sclves. An armistice was agreed upon on the 
30th ult., bv which both armies were to retire from 
tha city. 'In compliance with this agreement, 
both armies started to leave tho city, when two 
Generals and a large number of men ofthe Clergy 
forccB passed over to the liberals. The Clergy 
forces kept on their march, but at Ametitan, a 
place near Guadalajara, nearly all of the remain- 
ing forces pronounced for the Constitution of 
1857. Castillo arrived in Tepie with less than Gut) 
men. The last dates we have from Guadalajara 
snys the Liberals to the number of 25,000. are 
moving on tho capital. 

During the recent campaign of tho Clergy forces 
against this place, under the Spanish cut-throat 
Caicn, and the Indian cut-throat Losada, the lat- 
ter of these wretched men took up hn quarters in 
the town of Santiago, near Tepic, where he gave 
his Indian followers the largest license to rob 
destroy, rape and murder. In their diabolical 
reveling, they attacked and destroyed a large cot- 
ton factory lately built by a company of foreign 
workmen, principally Americans. Not satisfied 
with this, they seized twelve of the workmen and 
put them to a barbarous death. We have not yet 
received particulars of this business. Mr. Con- 
ner, U. S. Consul at this port, has gone to Tepic, 
to investigate these atrocities and reportupon them; 
tu the Government. , ,v 

The intimation in La Opinion de Smahaot the 
17th, that tho house ol lUrron, rorbes & Co, had 
connived at tho destruction of the factory is an 
evident dander, without anv truth or foundation 
whatever. No member of the house could have 
tolerated the idea of such an atrocity.

LI8U0R BILL, 

The Speaker read a message from the 
Council returning the bill authorizing the 
sale of spirituous liquors, with amend- 
ments thereto ; and forwarding a minute of 
Council, stating the Council. hail the right 
lo make auy amendments to a bill sent them 
by the House, in the same manner as the 
House is entitled to amend any bill sent to 
them by the Council, that they are entitled 
1o the use of all privileges enjoyed by the 
>Houso. 

The amendments to the bill are of such 
a character as to change the rates of taxation 
for Liquor Licenses passed by the House of 
Assembly. 

Mr. Gordon— I think, Mr. Speaker, that 
Ihis House can make the amendments pro- 
posed by the Council,a« there are precedents 
•of the same thing being done in the House 
•of Commons, a minute beingentered on the 
books of that House; and as thio is a ques- 
tion of importance to the public it is one 
that ought to be settled at once. 

The Speaker— It is not a question of 
amendments altogether, it is a question of 
right. 

Mr. Gordon — There are two quesnons,and 
•without reference to the question of rights I 
should iriMch like to see the License Law 
settled at an early date. 

Mr. VVaddington— The Minute of Council, 
although couched in proper language, is 
nothing but a direct infringement of the 
rights of this House. The fact is that we 
have had the same thing before, and if I 
mistake not it was answered by a resolution 
of this House. (The Hon. geutleman here 
read an extract from the minutes of the 
House, proving his statement.) 

Mr. Franklin — It seems to me that there 
is a mistake between the House and Coun- 
cil. The latter does not appear to know 
that the proposed amendment will affect 
.the rates of taxation for Liquor Licenses. 

Mr. Waddington — It is unmistakable. I 
have myselt conversed with several mem- 
bers ol the Council and know:t is not a 
.mistake. 

The message was ordered to lie on the 
table until the next meeting of the House. 

SLPPI.EM KNTAKY K.sTI MATES. 

The Speaker then read a message from 
•the Governor, transmitting lor information of 
the House a supplementary Estimate of 
.money required by the Colony for the years 
1860 — 01. :

Mr. Gordon-stated that in respect to the 
•Colonial Secretary's Department, members

Mr. Gordon presented a short address to 
ithe Governor, in answer to his Excellency's 
.message with respect to the Fire Depart- 
ment — staling that the House dues not mink 
it proper, at ttiis late period of :the session, 
to propose any tax for the purpose of defray- 
ing the expenses of furnishing iheiimprove- 
ments suggested by the Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department. Made order ol the 
■dav at the next silling of the House. 

.Sir. VVaddington — I wish .'.o ad«vert in it 
'few words to the contract about to be made 
•by the Government lor the construction of a 
.reservoir in 1'ates street. Tins reservoir 
>\vas, in the opinion of the members of this 
thousej considered of primary importance, 
And I am much surprised to see that there 
is only S300 appropriated by the Govern- 
ment lor its construction. We might as 
wvell have none at all; for one which will 
.only cost S3U0 will not be uf much use. I 
.know that the Governor's action is indy 
, pendent of the House ; hut it is not right 
that such an important object should be 
.treated in this manner. 

Mr. Franklin coincided with the hon. 
member; he I. ad anticipated that at least 
$U00 would have been allowed tor the con- 
struction of the reservoir. 

The or.' of the day — the Council amend- 
ments to .ie Registration of Ileal Estate 
Act — was postponed on account of the ill- 
ness oi the Attorney-General, 

The House then adjourned until to-mor- 
row, at 2 o'clock, p. m.
